NDP office 
hiring under 
scrutiny

Following the investigation of 
late-to-open NDP constituency 
offices, Metro has obtained 
documents that were tabled 
and prompted the Legislative 
Assembly Office (LAO) to exam¬ 
ine the NDP’s constituency as¬ 
sistant hiring process. 

On June 25, Sandra Jansen, 
PC party MLA for Calgary-North 
West, made a statement in the 
legislature criticizing the gov¬ 
ernment for bringing partisan¬ 
ship into the local offices. 

Jansen tabled eight recruit¬ 
ment notices the NDP circulated 

— which Metro had obtained 

— that stated constituency as¬ 
sistant applications were being 
vetted through senior party of¬ 
ficial Brian Stokes, the NDP’s 
longtime executive director. 

Hiring for the constituency 
offices is meant to be processed 
through the legislative assem¬ 
bly, and final approval falls to 


each individual MLA. 

“I’m surprised to hear from 
some job seekers that they need 
to submit their resumes to an 
individual who is serving as 
the executive director to the 
Alberta New Democratic Party 
and they have to be NDP parti¬ 
sans,” Jansen said during ques¬ 
tion period in June. 

The premier rebutted, saying 
Stokes was on leave at the time. 

According to his Linlcedln 
bio, Stokes has worked in a 
formal capacity for the NDP 
since 2008 and been principal 
secretary since 2010. 

In a phone interview, Jansen 
said “if (Stokes) was being paid 
by the NDP while hiring for LAO 
offices, that’s wrong.” 

The advertisements also de¬ 
scribed the employer — listed 
as “Alberta’s NDP” — as an em¬ 
ployment equity employer. 

Jansen said it goes against 
policy that the NDP presented 
the job as though the party was 
doing the hiring. 

“They aren’t the employer; the 
employer is the LAO,” she said. 

Clerk of the Assembly David 
McNeil will conduct an informal 
review of the matter with the 
tabled information and likely 
prepare a report after session 
resumes in October.

Price becomes an issue as 
Rogers Place shows seats

Co-working, the practice of shar¬ 
ing office space with other in¬ 
dependent creatives, is flour¬ 
ishing in Edmonton, with new 
shared workspaces open and 
existing spaces expanding to 
meet demand from small-scale 
entrepreneurs. 

But it’s not just Startup Ed¬ 
monton: The co-working growth 
is private and organic. 

Homestead, one of the city’s 
newest private-sector co-working 
spaces, plans on adding two loca¬ 
tions in central Edmonton this 
year. Meanwhile, Unit B, one 
of the founding private-sector 
co-working spaces in the city, 
founded in 2011, added nearly 
5,000 more square feet and 15 
tenants as of June. 

“We’re growing because Ed¬ 
monton entrepreneurs are look¬ 
ing for a shared space that has 
support, community and po¬ 
tential for collaboration,” said 
Lisa Hagen, a co-founder and 
manager at Unit B. 

Non-profit technology group 
TRTech recently opened a new 
co-working space in Edmonton 
in May, Interchange opened in 
April and other groups are in vari¬ 
ous stages development. 

Brandon Webber, who 
launched Homestead, also spear¬ 
headed coworkedmonton.com, 
which lists co-working spaces. 

“I thought it would be help¬ 
ful to band together,” he said. 
“The goal is to expand ... so if 
there could be shared member 
benefits that’s he kind of direc¬ 
tion we would like to head in.”

Some Oilers 
fans upset over 
hike in cost of 
season tickets

Like a luxury condo develop¬ 
ment, Edmonton’s new arena 
now has demo suites to show¬ 
case box seating before the 
arena is even built. 

On Saturday, the Rogers Place 
Presentation centre at 103 Av¬ 
enue and 104 Street opened to 
exhibit future seats and suites 
to prospective season-ticket 
holders and corporate buyers. 

If it seems excessive, consider 
that most condo projects have 
no more than half a dozen floor 
plans — Rogers Place will boast 
no fewer than 38 different seat¬ 
ing options. 

Several of those options have 
been reconstructed as true-to- 
life as possible in the presenta¬ 
tion area, from the actual seats 
that will be in the rink to the 
huge virtual-reality screens that 
adapt to an input seating loca¬ 
tion so people can see the the 
view from any part of the rink. 

Ryan Batty has held season 
tickets in Rexall Place for nine 
years, and said he’s never had 
a problem with a seat in that 
arena. But there’s something 


about eveiy seat in Rogers Place 
that doesn’t sit right with him: 

The price. 

“Looking at where my seats 
are, anything sort of compar¬ 
able is a massive jump,” Batty 
said, noting that prices are 
jumping about eight per cent, 


give or take, from Rexall Place. 

He’s one of the unlucky faith¬ 
ful fans whose seats will be 
jumping up in price, and an 
example of that cadre taking 
umbrage with the rates released 
Friday on social media. 

His seats are in the offensive 


zone, at the end of an aisle, and 
near the goal line. Each quality 
makes the price jump. 

“There is no real apples-to- 
apples comparison,” he said. 
“But for me the price jump will 
be about 67 per cent.” 

Batty is unimpressed by the 


lounges and hockey-viewing 
clubs with sports-bar like atmos¬ 
pheres in the arena. 

“All of that doesn’t appeal to 
season ticket holders,” he said. 

Stew MacDonald, chief com¬ 
mercial officer for Oilers En¬ 
tertainment Group, said test¬ 
ing on pricing was exhaustive. 
Whereas Rexall place had eight 
price points, he thinks the 38 
in the new building opens the 
experience up to “all invest¬ 
ment levels.” 

Most seats see an average 
six to eight per cent increase. 

“There are new amenities 
and with those come an invest¬ 
ment from customers, but there 
are other areas (with) dramat¬ 
ically increased amenities and 
the price point is not far off,” 
MacDonald said. “We’ve tried 
to broaden it to address all fans 
... ultimately (they) will be the 
judge coming in.”

A new free patio-performance 
series at the Winspear Centre 
means people in search of great 
tunes don’t need concert tick¬ 
ets to enjoy performances at 
the Centre this summer. 

The summer patio series 
runs Tuesday and Thursdays 
from 12 to 1 p.m. eveiy week, 
showcasing local musicians, 
dancers and artists on a tree- 
shaded patio in front of the 
music hall’s main doors. 

“It’s a totally underutilized 
space that has a lot of poten¬ 
tial,” said Danielle Dolgoy, Win¬ 
spear Centre community rela¬ 
tions co-ordinator. 

“We’ve been working with 
a number of community and 
arts groups to see what kind of 
artists would be interested in 
participating and we managed 
to put together a really awe¬ 
some schedule of performers.” 

Free performances this sum¬ 
mer have so far included a live 
wood-carving demonstration 
by Ryan Wispinslci from The 
Works Festival, a live painting 
exhibition by artist Samantha 
Williams-Shapelsky and a pub¬ 
lic art display of mandalas by 
Stephanie Gruss and Heide 
Mueller-Haas. 

Upcoming performances in¬ 


clude a brealcdance showdown 
by the iHuman Youth Society, 
a Metis soprano recital and a 
graffiti art showcase. 

This is the first year the 
event has been scheduled, 
and it has been a tremendous 
success since it began in June, 
Dolgoy said. 

“This is the first pilot launch 
into this, and we’ve had over 
1,000 guests visiting the vari¬ 
ous events, which is pretty 


big considering we’re kind of 
hidden behind the food trucks 
and everything in Churchill 
Square,” she said. 

Dolgoy said the goal of the 
patio performance series is to 
connect city arts organizations 
with the public, support local 
artists and offer a bit of an 
“unexpected” immersion into 
the arts for those who might 
not normally attend Winspear 
events. 


“We’re a facility that really 
is for everybody to enjoy them¬ 
selves and break down the bar¬ 
rier that having a paid ticket 
to a performance creates for 
people,” Dolgoy said. 

“In this way, everyone gets 
to experience music and every¬ 
one gets to check out the Win¬ 
spear.”

U of A student 
claims art award

Edmonton’s Kasie Campbell 
has won the outstanding stu¬ 
dent achievement in contem¬ 
porary sculpture Award from 
the International Sculpture 
Centre. 

Campbell is the second 
undergrad from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta to win in the 
last two years. Tiffany Adair, 
also an undergraduate stu¬ 
dent, won in 2014. 

Her winning sculpture, 
Scopophilia, was selected out 
of 428 graduate and under¬ 
graduate art students from 
158 universities, colleges and 
art school programs world¬ 
wide. 

“She won this internation¬ 
al award as an undergradu¬ 
ate student over graduate 
students from Yale, and Aus¬ 
tralia and London,” said Roy- 
den Mills, an award-winning 
U of A contract instructor 
who was both Camped’s and 
Adair’s sculpture instructor. 

These international wins 
mark a larger trend in work 
coming out of the U of A Art 


and Design program, instruct¬ 
ors in the university program 
said. 

“We have a unique bal¬ 
ance of a strong academic 
theoretical teaching, but at 
the same time great hands- 
on sort of practical studio 
teaching,” said Sean Caul¬ 
field, a fine arts professor 
and Canada Research Chair. 

Caulfield travels through¬ 
out North America, Europe 
and Japan as a visiting art¬ 
ist and guest lecturer. Many 
other institutions in North 
America have made the mis¬ 
take of leaving the hands-on 
training behind — which is 
an area the U of A is strong 
in, he said. 

Mills said the success also 
has to do with Edmonton. 
Emerging artists in Edmon¬ 
ton have space to breath and 
do something inspirational, 
not just worry if their work 
will sell. Because the cost of 
living is lower in Edmonton 
than most major art centres, 
like New York, there’s less 
pressure just to survive. 

“I’m so happy for Kasie 
because it’s just amazing 
work that she’s done, but 
I’m also really proud of Ed¬ 
monton —we’ve got a really 
good art scene here, it’s really 
healthy,” Mills said. 

Mills pushes his students 
to challenge conventions and 
dig deep in their work. 

Campbell says Mills chal¬ 
lenged her to think deeper 
about her work and why it

was important to share it. 

Scopophilia means “To de¬ 
rive pleasure in looking,” in 
Greek. 

“The concept mainly is fo¬ 
cused on the vulnerability 
and anxieties that we feel 
when we become the object 
of someone else’s gaze,” 
Campbell said. 

She added that through her 
work she aims to magnify 
that psychological charge.

‘Uncertainty 
upsets Fahmy 


EGYPT 

Canadian 
waits on Cairo 
court for its 
decision 

Mohamed Fahmy’s long-running 
legal battle is about to hit its cli¬ 
max. A Cairo court is expected to 
deliver a verdict Thursday for the 
Canadian journalist being tried 
on widely denounced terror char¬ 
ges and as the day approaches, 
Fahmy is hoping for the best but 
bracing for the worst. 

“In order to survive I have to 
think positively,” he told The 
Canadian Press. “But the uncer¬ 
tainty is just horrible.” 

Fahmy was the Cairo bureau 
chief for Qatar-based satellite 
news broadcaster A1 Jazeera Eng¬ 
lish when he and two colleagues 
were arrested in December 2013. 

They were charged with a slew 
of offences, including supporting 
the Islamist Muslim Brotherhood, 
a banned organization affiliated 
with ousted Egyptian president 
Mohamed Morsi, and with fab¬ 
ricating footage to undermine 
the countiy’s national security. 

The trio maintained their in¬ 
nocence, saying they were just

doing their jobs, but after a trial 
which was internationally de¬ 
cried as a sham, they were con¬ 
victed and sentenced to prison 
terms. A successful appeal re¬ 
sulted in a retrial which is set 
to end this week. 

Fahmy, granted bail in Febru- 
aiy after over a year in prison, is 
hoping for a verdict that won’t 
send him back to prison, but 
notes his case is complicated. 

“As much as we know we are 
completely innocent, we also 
know this trial is politicized and 
that factors other than evidence 
are going to be game changers,” 
he said. “ I am a pawn in Egypt 
and Qatar’s rift.” 

Egypt and Qatar have had 
tense relations since 2013, 
when the Egyptian military 


ousted Morsi amid massive pro¬ 
tests. Qatar is a strong backer of 
Morsi’s Muslim Brotherhood and 
Cairo accuses the state-owned A1 
Jazeera of being a mouthpiece 
for Morsi’s supporters — char¬ 
ges denied by the broadcaster. 

Fahmy said there are a num¬ 
ber of possible outcomes for him 
on Thursday—incarceration, a 
suspended sentence, a sentence 
that credits him for time already 
spent in prison, or a not-guilty 
finding, though he said “it would 
be naive” to expect one. 

In his favour is the fact that a 
technical committee tasked with 
examining work by him and his 
colleagues found there had been 
no fabrication in their reporting. 
Fahmy also hopes his legal team 
convinced the judge he and his 
colleagues had nothing to do 
with the Muslim Brotherhood. 

But evidence that A1 Jazeera 
didn’t have the necessary licences 
for its journalists in Egypt — 
which led Fahmy to launch a 
lawsuit against the broadcaster— 
is extremely worrisome, he said. 

“I explained to the judge that 
we had no clue,” Fahmy said. “I 
told the judge he should separate 
between the responsibilities of 
the journalists and the respon¬ 
sibilities of the network.”

FLORA MACDONALD 

Trailblazing cabinet minister dead at 89 


Flora MacDonald, who served as 
a senior cabinet member in two 
Progressive Conservative federal 
governments and made a run for 
the party’s leadership in 1976, 
has died. She was 89. 

MacDonald’s long-time execu¬ 
tive assistant Margit Herrman 
says MacDonald died in Ottawa 
Sunday morning. Cause of death 


was not immediately available. 

MacDonald was the first 
woman to hold the foreign af¬ 
fairs portfolio, during Joe Clark’s 
short-lived government in 1979 
and early 1980. She was bom in 
1926 in Cape Breton, Nova Scotia. 

She was first elected to the 
House of Commons in 1972, after 
successfully running as the Pro¬ 


gressive Conservative candidate 
in the Ontario riding of Kingston 
and the Islands. She held the 
riding until her defeat in 1988. 

MacDonald also held the posts 
of Minister of Employment and 
Immigration and later Minister 
of Communications in the Mul- 
roney government.

The week- 
long program 
taught Ojibwe 
language skills 
in a classroom, 
but also had 
participants 
go out and do 
activities while 
speaking the language. 

Kennedy’s grandparents 
spoke the language when 
she was a kid, but she didn’t 
learn it well enough to speak 
it, which was difficult for her. 

“I’d stay up at night and 


listen to them speak the lan¬ 
guage, and I loved the sound 
of it, and dreamed of being 
able to speak it. 

“This is a way to bring full 
meaning to my life, and bring 
me even closer to my culture.” 

Wii Chiiwaakanalc Learn¬ 
ing Centre manager Jarita 
Greyeyes believes the program 
broke new ground. 

“This is the first time we 
know of an adult Ojibwe im¬ 
mersion program offered in an 
urban setting,” said Greyeyes, 
who said people came from all 
over Manitoba and even from 
the U.S. to take part. 

The program saw partici¬ 
pants do things such as jiu 
jitsu and yoga classes, and 
learn about plants and ani¬ 
mals at Assiniboine Park, all 
while speaking the language. 

“We learn the language, but 
then we go out and we use it,” 
said Greyeyes. 

Greyeyes is 
also encour¬ 
aged that 
young people 
participated, 
because she 
said it’s import¬ 
ant for youth to 
know the lan¬ 
guage as a way 
to keep it alive 
for future gen¬ 
erations. 

The program 
was offered for free, thanks 
to funding from the Dr. To- 
basonalcwut Kinew Fund for 
the promotion of Indigenous 
Culture, History and Language, 
as well as the Department of 
Canadian Heritage.

Weapon incidents up in group homes 


Government records show 
weapons incidents ranging 
from possession of pellet guns 
to knife threats have been ris¬ 
ing in Nova Scotia’s youth group 
homes, prompting childrens’ 
advocates to urge improved ac¬ 
cess to mental health care and 
increased staffing. 

There were 34 incidents in¬ 
volving weapons in 2014, up 
from 25 in 2013 and 19 in 2012, 
according to serious occurrence 
reports obtained under Freedom 


of Information legislation. 

The records also say there 
were 24 cases of serious injur¬ 
ies of children in care — seven 
instances due to fights — since 
Jan. 1,2012, though the province 
says none led to hospitalization. 

Provincial officials say the fig¬ 
ures include mostly minor in¬ 
cidents, and one private home 
operator says they shouldn’t be 
taken as a reflection on the na¬ 
ture of kids in care. 

“There is absolutely a cer¬ 


tain percentage of 
children who have 
experienced a level 
of trauma, neglect 
and abuse within 
their family that has 
been unbelievable... 

For them, to have a 
weapon is more for 
protection than an 
opportunity to harm 
somebody,” said Er¬ 
nie Hilton, director 
of the non-profit Homebridge

President urges 
'tough choices’ 
to combat risk 
of corruption 

Declaring Kenya at a “cross¬ 
roads” between promise and 
peril, President Barack Obama 
on Sunday pressed the nation 
of his father’s birth to root out 
corruption, treat women and 
minorities as equal citizens 
and take responsibility for 
its future. 

Closing his historic visit 
with an address to the Ken¬ 


yan people, Obama traced 
the arc of the country’s evo¬ 
lution from colonialism to 
independence, as well as his 
own family’s history there. 
Today, Obama said, young Ken¬ 
yans are no longer constrained 
by the limited options of his 
grandfather, a cook for the 
country’s former British rul¬ 
ers, or his father, who left to 
seek an education in America. 

“Because of Kenya’s progress 

— because of your potential 

— you can build your future 
right here, right now,” Obama 
told the crowd of4,500 packed 
into a sports arena in the cap¬ 
ital of Nairobi. But he bluntly 
warned that Kenya must make

“tough choices” to bolster its 
fragile democracy and fast¬ 
growing economy. 

Obama spent considerable 
time warning about the risks 
of government corruption, 
calling it an “anchor” that 
could weigh down the coun¬ 
try’s promising future. 

“Too often here in Kenya 


corruption is tolerated because 
that’s how it’s always been 
done,” he said. “Here in Kenya, 
it’s time to change habits.” 

He urged an end to old 
tribal and ethnic divisions 
that are “doomed to tear our 
country apart” and spent sig¬ 
nificant time imploring Ken¬ 
yans to respect the rights of 
women and girls, saying that 
marginalizing half of a coun¬ 
try’s population is “stupid.” He 
also called for an end to forced 
marriages for girls who should 
otherwise be attending school. 

“These traditions may date 
back centuries. They have no 
place in the 21st century,” he

Tracking app puts

Saudi-led airstrikes 
halt after ceasefire 


YEMEN 

Five-day 
humanitarian 
truce in effect 
to deliver aid 

Saudi-led coalition airstrikes 
came to a halt in Yemen early 
Monday after a five-day humani¬ 
tarian truce went into effect, 
witnesses and security officials 
said. 

However, ground fighting 
broke out almost immediately 
in the restive city of Taiz follow¬ 
ing random shelling by Shiite 
Houthi rebels in three neigh¬ 
bourhoods, they said. 

Security officials said ground 
fighting has also erupted in Mar- 
ib province and in the area sur¬ 
rounding the strategic al-Anad 
militaiy base in Lahj province. 

Fighting in the southern port 
city of Aden has quieted, resi¬ 
dents said, with an occasion¬ 
al volley of gunfire heard in 
the area immediately after the 
ceasefire took effect. 

The Saudi-led and U.S.-backed 
coalition of mainly Gulf Arab 
countries has been waging an air 
campaign since March against 
the Iran-supported rebels, who 
control most of northern Yemen 
and the capital, Sanaa. 

The pause declared by the 
Saudi-led coalition began at 
11:59 p.m. Sunday. It is intended 
to help allow humanitarian aid 
in to ease the suffering of civil¬ 
ians in the Arab world’s poor¬ 
est countiy. 

The coalition made the un¬ 
expected announcement about 
the humanitarian pause on Sat¬ 


urday. The statement, carried on 
Saudi state media, said the co¬ 
alition will cease militaiy oper¬ 
ations but that it will respond 
should Houthi rebels or their 
allies conduct any military ac¬ 
tions or movements. 

The rebels, known as Houthis, 
have expressed doubt over the 
truce. One Houthi official said 
it will likely mark “the begin¬ 
ning of a new war.” Moham¬ 
med Ali Al-Houthi, the head 
of the Houthi’s Revolutionaiy 
Council, said Sunday that the 
group had not received official 
notification of the truce from 
the United Nations.

UN Secretaiy-General Ban Ki- 
moon welcomed the coalition’s 
announcement of the ceasefire 
and urged the Houthis and other 
parties to suspend militaiy oper¬ 
ations and “maintain the hu¬ 
manitarian pause for the sake 
of all the Yemeni people,” Ban’s 
spokesman said. Ban also urged 
all sides “to facilitate the deliv- 
eiy of humanitarian assistance 
to all parts of Yemen.” 

Earlier on Sunday, Saudi- 
backed Yemeni troops and their 
allies clashed with Houthi rebels 
in a strategic town north of the 
port city of Aden, security and 
militaiy officials from both sides 
of the conflict said. 


The pro-government fighters 
had withdrawn from the town 
of Sabr earlier in the day after 
fierce battles with the Houthis. 
They returned hours later fol¬ 
lowing the arrival of militaiy 
reinforcements and wrested 
control of a large portion of 
the town, security officials said. 

The officials said five pro- 
government fighters were killed 
and 15 wounded in the battle. 
Local medical officials said 
eight rebels were killed and 
20 wounded. 

The running battles in Sabr, 
which is on a key supply route, 
have lasted for more than a day 
after troops stormed it in their 
push north from Aden toward 
the strategic militaiy base of 
Al-Anad, which is held by the 
rebels. 

Security officials and resi¬ 
dents of Sabr said the situation 
on the ground has quieted after 
the ceasefire took effect. 

The Yemeni troops fighting 
in Sabr had been training since 
April in militaiy camps in al- 
Buraiqeh, the port city west of 
Aden, militaiy officials from the 
Saudi-led coalition said. Saudi, 
Emirati, Egyptian and Jordanian 
militaiy advisers there have set 
up the camps and trained hun¬ 
dreds of fighters, they added. 

The fighters also received 
over 300 armoured personnel 
carriers from the United Arab 
Emirates by sea. These sophisti¬ 
cated carriers are largely driven 
by non-Yemenis, the militaiy 
officials said. Two Emirati offi¬ 
cers have been killed in battle 
in Yemen since the Saudi-led co¬ 
alition’s latest offensive, known 
as the Golden Arrow, started

A small plane crashed into a 
quiet neighbourhood in Tokyo 
on Sunday, killing the pilot, 
a passenger and a woman on 
the ground, while three people 
were pulled alive from the 
wreckage, firefighters and TV 
reported. 

The single-engine propel¬ 
ler plane plowed into and set 
ablaze a row of houses just 
minutes after takeoff from 
an airport used by small air¬ 
craft about 500 metres away 
in Tokyo’s western suburb of 
Chofu. 

Television footage showed a 
mangled plane, broken up with 
its tail upside down, resting on a 
crushed car on a residential lot 
as dozens of firefighters were 
battling the blaze and treating 
the casualties. The roofs of the 
two houses next to the site were 
also damaged. 

Tokyo Fire Department 
spokesman Terualci Selci said 
the dead included the pilot, 
one of the four passenger and 
a woman who was inside the 
house where the plane crashed 
into, setting it ablaze. Five 
others, including the three re¬ 
maining passengers and two 
people on the ground, were 
taken to hospitals, but their 
conditions were not known. 

Minalco Akiyama, a resident 
in the neighbourhood, said she 
first heard enormous noise of 
something being torn.

LOUISIANA SHOOTING 

Decades of 
mental illness 
but name was 
not in database 

John Russell Houser was deeply 
troubled long before he shot 
11 people in a movie theatre 
in Louisiana, but decades of 
mental problems didn’t keep 
him from buying the handgun 
he used. 

Despite public signs of men¬ 
tal illness — most importantly, 
a Georgia judge’s order com¬ 


mitting him to mental health 
treatment against his will as a 
danger to himself and others in 
2008 — Houser was able to walk 
into an Alabama shop six years 
later and buy a .40-calibre hand¬ 
gun. It was the same weapon 
Houser used to kill two people 
and then himself at a Thursday 
showing of Trainwreclc. 

Court records strongly sug¬ 
gest Houser should have been 
reported to the state and federal 
databases used to keep people 
with serious mental illnesses 
from buying firearms, legal 
experts said. 

“It sure does seem like some¬ 
thing failed,” said Judge Su¬ 


san Tate, who presides over a 
probate court in Georgia and 
has studied issues relating to 
weapons and the mentally ill. 
“I have no idea how he was able 
to get a firearm.” 

In 2008 Houser’s family ac¬ 
cused him of threatening be¬ 
haviour, warning authorities 
that he had a history of bipolar 
disorder and was making omin¬ 
ous statements. His wife re¬ 
moved his guns and the family 


persuaded a judge to issue a 
protective order keeping him 
away once he left the hospital. 

When Houser tried to buy 
his gun on Feb. 26, 2014, the 
system only briefly delayed his 
purchase, according to a federal 
official who spoke on the con¬ 
dition of anonymity because of 
the ongoing investigation. The 
seller was advised the following 
day that the sale could proceed. 

This March, Kellie Houser 


filed for divorce, saying their 
relationship was irretriev¬ 
ably broken and John Russell 
Houser’s whereabouts were un¬ 
known. He called her the next 
week, threatening her again, 
she wrote in a court document. 

Then she got a call from 
Houser’s mother, saying he 
had threatened to kill himself 
outside his mother’s retirement 
community if she didn’t give 
him money. 

She wrote that she urged the 
mother to seek to have him hos¬ 
pitalized again. Instead, police 
said, the woman gave her son 
$5,000 US.

Minister confirms Greek 
bailout talks delayed 

Greece's labour minister 
Giorgos Katrougalos says 
the format of talks between 
the government and res¬ 
cue lenders is still being 
worked out — confirming 
a delay in the negotiations 
for a third international 
bailout. 

"The way the negotia¬ 
tions will take place is still 
being discussed within the 
government" he said. 

Bailout negotiators from 
the European Commission, 
European Central Bank 


and International Monet¬ 
ary Fund had been due to 
start arriving in Athens last 
Friday to start talks for the 
new rescue package worth 
an expected 85 billion eu¬ 
ros ($93 billion US). But 
late Saturday, a govern¬ 
ment official said talks at a 
"technical level" were now 
set to start next Tuesday. 

The new agreement 
must be reached before 
Aug. 20 when Greece faces 
a debt repayment to the 
ECB worth more than 3 bil¬ 
lion euros ($3.3 billion US).

Sale of medical 
cannabis in gel 
caps could get 
docs on board 

Canadians who have been pre¬ 
scribed medical marijuana 
could one day see their insur¬ 
ance company footing the bill, 
experts predict, following the 
introduction of new Health 
Canada rules that allow for the 
sale of cannabis oils. 

Health Canada announced 
revamped medical marijuana 
regulations earlier this month 
after the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled that users of the 
drug should be permitted to 
consume it in other forms, such 
as oils and edibles, rather than 
having to smoke dried buds. 

“You’re going to see insur¬ 
ance companies slowly start 
to creep into the sector,” says 
Khurram Malik, an analyst at 
Jacob Securities Inc., noting 
that the new regulations will 
allow medical marijuana pro¬ 
ducers to sell gel caps similar to 
those made from cod liver oil. 

That will allow for more pre¬ 
cise dosing, Malik says. 

“When you’re trying to 
smoke a plant, you have no 
idea how much you’re consum¬ 
ing, so that makes doctors a 
little nervous,” he said. 

Experts say the changes are 
a major step towards legitim¬ 
izing the drug in the eyes of 


doctors and insurers. 

“When something doesn’t 
look different than other medi¬ 
cines, it becomes much easier 
for people to get comfortable 
with the idea that this is, in 
fact, a possible treatment op¬ 
tion for patients,” says Bruce 
Linton, the chief executive of 
Smiths Falls, Ont.-based Tweed 
Marijuana Inc. 

However, medical marijuana 
producers still have one major 
hurdle to overcome before in¬ 
surers begin routinely funding 


the drug — cannabis currently 
doesn’t have a drug identifica¬ 
tion number, known as a DIN. 

“If it was issued a DIN by 
Health Canada, it’s quite likely 
that the insurance companies 
would cover it,” says Wendy 
Hope, a spokeswoman for the 
Canadian Life and Health Insur¬ 
ance Association Inc. 

As it stands, most insurance 
companies don’t routinely cov¬ 
er medical marijuana. But some 
insurers, including Manulife, 
say they will consider making 


an exception if the employer 
has specifically requested it for 
one of its employees. 

Malik says the primaiy rea¬ 
son why medical marijuana 
doesn’t have a DIN is a lack of 
rigorous, clinical research on 
its efficacy. 

“The evidence is very cir¬ 
cumstantial — not your typical 
10-year, double-blind study that 
doctors and big pharmaceut¬ 
ical companies like to see,” 
Malik said.

U.S. set to fine Fiat Chrysler $105 million 


The U.S. government will hit 
Fiat Chrysler with a record $105 
million US fine next week for 
violating laws in a series of 
vehicle safety recalls, a per¬ 
son briefed on the matter said. 

The National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration will 
reveal the fine on Monday. In 
addition, Fiat Chiysler will be 
required to buy back a group 


of recalled vehicles to get them 
off the roads, said the person, 
who didn’t want to be identified 
because no official announce¬ 
ment has been made. 

The company will make pay¬ 
ments to owners of 1.56 mil¬ 
lion recalled older-model Jeeps 
with gas tanks behind the rear 
axle to bring them to dealers 
to install trailer hitches to help 


protect the tanks. The tanks 
are vulnerable and can leak 
gasoline if damaged in rear col¬ 
lisions. The company maintains 
the Jeeps are as safe as compar¬ 
able vehicles built at the time, 
and it will not buy them back. 

The fine beats the old rec¬ 
ord of $70 million US assessed 
against Honda Motor Co. for 
lapses in recalls of airbags made 


by Talcata Corp.

This past weekend, I visited 
Yellowknife for the first time. 
And as most Edmontonians 
do when they travel to other 
places, I reflected on the simi¬ 
larities and contrasts between 
Edmonton and my newfound 
crush of a city. 

I didn’t become an expert 
on Yellowknife in three days, 
but I got a feel for the city. 
There’s an honest grittiness 
to Yellowknife. The histoiy of 
the city was evident. A walk 
through its Old Town revealed 
an “OKness” with its rough- 
and-tumble sort of beauty. 
Cosmetic upgrades were 
scarce, thankfully. This city 
was staying true to its self. I 
believe there’s a lesson there 
for Edmonton. 

This past June, I had my 


one-year anmversaiy as an 
activation board member with 
Make Something Edmonton. 

It has been an impressive 
year. This summer, we saw 
Edmonton’s DIY place-making 
abilities with #DIYCity Day. 

In May, we got news that the 
slcate-to-worlc route, Edmon¬ 
ton Freezeway, is close to 
reality. In December we cele¬ 
brated at Sounds, Light and 
Motion. What do these have 
in common? They’re authen¬ 
tically Edmontonian — not 
contrived or packaged. 

But recently, I’ve been con¬ 
cerned about whether we’re 
adhering to this ethos. I used 
to think Edmonton had got¬ 
ten over its identity crisis, but 
recent events indicate we may 
still be trying too hard to pro¬ 
ject a certain image to others. 

We all know about the Ice 
District debacle. For some rea¬ 
son, the city wasn’t consulted 
on the name for the heart 
of downtown. The name is 


contrived and corporate. Most 
“districts” grow into their 
names (Distilleiy District in 
Toronto, Meatpacking Dis¬ 
trict in New York, Gastown in 
Vancouver). In Edmonton, we 
get a branding agency to fast 
track that process. 

Recently, Omar Mouallem 
wrote about another “district” 
that popped up in what is cur¬ 
rently known as the Avenue of 
Nations. That area is now, ap¬ 
parently, the “Design District.” 
Omar wrote that the new 
name ignores the rich culture 
of the area’s African diaspora. 

And I can’t forget about 
the uproar caused by a poorly 
written article that criticized 
Edmonton, which ran in 
Nevada. Why did we care so 
much? Our opinion of our¬ 
selves is really quite fragile. 

Some psychologists say 
illness and dysfunction are 
in part a result of alienation 
from the true self. Could the 
same hold true for cities? 


I can understand it. This 
city, downtown in particu¬ 
lar, has been neglected for so 
long. The countless develop¬ 
ments that will soon pop up 
in our skyline have eveiyone 
in a frenzy to push out an im¬ 
age of the “new Edmonton.” 

But my visit to Yellowknife 
reminded me of the Edmon¬ 
ton I first encountered when 
I moved here a few years ago. 
A city that was aware of its 
faults, knew its potential and 
was generally OK with who it 
was. I think the excitement 
that has overtaken the city has 
thrown us off kilter. I worry 
that if we don’t find balance, 
we will lose something special 
that makes us who we are.

The Pan Am Games weren't 
the popularity flop they once 
threatened to be. 

But as a litmus test for the 
state of the CBC, they're 
troubling. 

Ticket sales, once lagging, 
hit the one-million mark last 
week. About 46 per cent of 
Canadians have tuned in to 
the CBC or its partners to 
watch, organizers say. 

But many viewers didn't like 
what they saw. Complaints 
poured in after the CBC didn't 
show key games — including 
Canada's gold-medal wins in 
baseball and basketball — on 
live TV, forcing spokesman 
Chuck Thompson to admit 
that the corporation's scarce 
resources played a role in the 
decision. 

In other words, the broad¬ 
caster — which since 2012 has 
suffered a $115-million funding 
cut, the loss of lucrative NHL 
broadcasting rights, and the 
elimination of 657 jobs — 
decided it couldn't afford to 
do more with less. It sensed 
the potential for a flop and 
underinvested accordingly. 

After losing the NHL, the 
CBC said it would focus only 
on amateur sports that let 
it break even. The Pan Am 
Games show what a limping 
CBC thinks it needs to do to 
make that happen. 

It's ironic, then, that the Sen¬ 
ate would suggest the CBC 
cover more amateur sports, 
in a report on the future of 
the broadcaster released last 
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week. Nowhere, as the Globe's 
Kate Taylor notes, does the 
report explain how to pay for 
this. 

Raising government funding 
certainly isn't on the list, even 
though amateur sports offer 
the perfect argument for a 
well-funded CBC, one willing 
and able to handle what 
profit-fixated private broad¬ 
casters won't touch. 

Instead, the senate report is 
the kind of map you'd hand 
to someone you hope will get 
lost. Given the conservative 
tint to the committee, perhaps 
that's the point. 

The senators know we are 
watching a sinking mother 
corp. 

That the CBC is underfunded 
is a matter of fact: It gets one- 
third the per-capita funding of 
the BBC, and the third-lowest 
among public broadcasters in 
Western democracies. 

You could, as does the Sen¬ 
ate, grasp at ways to make it a 
better, but still underfunded, 
public broadcaster. 

But that's not the point, is 
it? Either you believe in the 
mission of a broadcaster 
beholden to Canadians, or 
you do not. 

If you do, then pony up. I 
would gladly pay more than 
the paltry $29 a year we each 
contribute (I spend more on 
Q-tips). 

If you don't, well then, just sit 
back and wait. 

Because you can't have it 
both ways.

One HELOC way to home equity havoc 


BORROWER BEWARE 

Using the value 
of your home 
as line of credit 
has its pitfalls 



What the heck is a HELOC? 

The term HELOC refers to 
turning your house into a giant 
credit card with extremely low 
interest rates. If you think that 


sounds like a good deal, you’re 
not alone. 

HELOC is the acronym for 
a Home Equity Line of Credit. 
Many lenders will allow you 
to borrow money against the 
worth of your house at a much 
lower interest rate than on 
your credit cards or if you 
were using a line of credit that 
wasn’t “backed” by anything. 

The idea is that banks and 
credit unions can safely as¬ 
sume lending you money is 
relatively low risk because you 
can always sell your house to 
pay your debts. 

Home equity is basically the 
difference between what your 
house is worth and how much 


(if anything) you still owe on 
your mortgage. 

For example, if I purchased 
a home for $300,000, paid a 
$60,000 down payment, and 
then faithfully made my 
monthly payments for 10 
years, I might have whittled 
my mortgage down to $165,000 
or so. If my house was in an 
ice-cold housing market and 
hadn’t risen in value at all dur¬ 
ing those 10 years, I would 
now have roughly $135,000 
in home equity. 

If I lived in a major Canadian 
urban centre over the past 10 
years, my home is now prob¬ 
ably worth at least 25 per cent 
more than I paid for it though; 


therefore, I’d have more like 
$235,000 in home equity. 

Therein lies the HELOC trap. 

As a Canadian millennial, 
I could be excused for think¬ 
ing that the value of houses 
only goes up — and that it 
always does so quite drastic¬ 
ally. If you follow that line of 
reasoning to its logical con¬ 
clusion, there should be no 
harm in borrowing against the 
growing equity in your home, 
because as long as the value of 
the house goes up faster than 
you borrow against it, things 
will be fine. Of course if inter¬ 
est rates suddenly rise, home 
values fall, and many other bad 
things happen — you could be

caught financially skinny dip¬ 
ping when the tide goes out. 

According to the Canadian 
Association of Accredited Mort¬ 
gage Professionals (CAAMP), 


27 per cent of people with 
mortgages in Canada in 2014 
had a HELOC. Of those that 
had one, 90 per cent had an 
outstanding balance and the 
average amount outstanding 
was $57,000. 

HELOCs can be great finan¬ 
cial tools if understood and 
used properly. If they are sim¬ 
ply seen as the quickest way 
to marble countertops, a new 
boat, or that luxury vacation 
you’ve always wanted... 

Well, just remember, the 
tide always goes out eventually.

“One podium performance 
quickly followed another, en 
route to our Top 2 place in the 
medals table,” Harnett said Sun¬ 
day at the Canadian team’s clos¬ 
ing news conference. “like a par¬ 
ent, I could not be more proud, 
with each and eveiy athlete on 
Team Canada. You delivered.” 

Canada set an 
ambitious goal 
of finishing 
second in the 
medal standings, 
and brought the 
team to do it.

Canada, meanwhile, topped 
its previous best of 197 med¬ 
als when Winnipeg hosted the 
Games in 1999.
